Other issues have re- 
ceived almost perfunctory at- 
tention, except for repeal of 
Section 14(B) of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. On that section, 
which allows states to outlaw 
the union shop. Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey to- 
day gave the Administration’s 
strongest pledge to date.

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Rusk Speech on Vietnam Policy 
Draws Ovation at Labor Meeting 



U.S. policy in Vietnam drew 
a 90-second standing ovation 
punctuated by shouts, yells 
and whistles this morning 
The applause for Humphrey, 
an old friend of organized 
labor who delivered a rockem- 
sockem flag-waving speech on 
the same subject in the after- 
noon, was enthusiastic but of 
lesser magnitude. 

Jhe Secretary solemnly 
warned that the Far East sit- 
uation is “dangerous” and 
SBoke of further “burdens to 
be borne, sacrifices to be 
|de” there.

Demonstrators in Balcony 

The applause for Rusk 
turned to jeers when the near- 
ly 1000 delegates spotted some 
two dozen demonstrators in 
the balcony waving such signs 
as “Who is McNamara to re- 
fuse peace feelers?” and 
“Negotiate? Who’d trust us 
now?” Shouts of “throw ’em 
out” filled the civic center 
auditorium. 

“Will the sergeant-iat-arms 
clear the kookies out of the 
balcony,” AFL-CIO President 
George Meany demanded over 
the public address system. 
Then he sarcastically suggest- 
ed that the pickets’ presence 
was salutory in that it gave 
Rusk an opportunity to “im- 
prove their inadequate educa- 
tion.” 

Hustled out of the hall 
amidst much shoving and 
vituperation but no fisticuffs, 
the demonstrators set up a 
picket line outside while dele- 
gates who followed them 
taunted them. “You look like 
a st ink ing creep,” one shouted 
at a bearded youth carrying 
a sign. 

Groups of prosperous-look- 



ing, yell-dressed labor leaders 
surrounded several in^vidual 
demonstrators and spirited 
discussions.' reminiscent of 
New York City’s LTnion Square 
I'ehsued. Mpst of the pickets 
appeared to be students but 
there was a scattering of 
older persons including a 
middle-aged matron and a 
young housewife with a two- 
year-old boy. 

Other Pickets Watch 

Flyers handed out by the 
demonstrators were signed by 
the Vietnam Day Committee 
but participants said a number 
of other groups in the B<%? 
area were represented. 

Another group of pickets, 
protesting a jurisdictional 
fight among San Francisco 
bus drivers, put down their 
signs and watched. 

The demonstrators were un- 
able to gain entrance for 
Humphrey’s ^eeeh in the af- 
temoon. 

Alluding to the picktt lipe, 
Humphrey defended See d^t 
to demonsixate. ^feit fthe 
trouble is those sigps are fee- 
ing carried in the wtong coui%.

The Vice President assailed 
'the vicious, cruel, diabolical 
aggression” from North Viet- 
nam. “We will stay until the 
peace is won,” he shouted. 

Humphrey said the military 
campaign must be paralleled 
by “political, economic and so- 
cial efforts.” Few Americans 
jreMize how much is already 
being done, he said, adding 
that Americans have helped 
Saigon double the rice crop, 
are building homes, hospitals, 
schools and roads. “The same 
Marine who fights at night 
builds by day,” he said. 

Pledge for Repeal 

On the matter of 14(b), 

I Humphrey said: 

‘This Administration, from 
the President on down, is de- 
Itermined to fight— -to fight 
hard and win, I repeat, fight 
hard and win— on the repeal 
of section 14(b).” 

The provision, under which 



19 states maint^ a ban pn 
the union shop in labor eon- 
tracts, is “a heavy burden on 
[■the entire Nation,” Humphrey 
said, because it leads to sub- 
standard pay and working 
conditions. Its- repeal “will 
lift the standard of living for 
mUUons of Workers,” he add- 
ed, and “is a major battle to 
be won in the war on pov- 
erty.” He said repeal wUl also 
improve labor-management re- 
lations. 

By contrast to Humphrey’s
